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Within  the  last  Folio  period  KPFA  resumed  broadcasting  at  its  full  authorized  power. 
Eight  months  ago  because  of  antenna  defects,  the  station's  effective  radiated  power  had 
to  be  cut  back  to  18,000  watts.  This  caused  reception  difficulties  in  places  like  Stockton, 
where  line-of-sight  transmission,  partially  blocked  by  Mt.  Diablo,  makes  reception  a 
touchy  matter.  Some  subscribers  in  fringe  areas  have  been  prevented  from  hearing  KPFA 
at  all.  A  52-foot  long  affair  composed  of  copper  pipes  and  six  doughnut-shaped  radiators, 
the  new  antenna  sends  a  signal  of  54,000  watts  in  all  directions.  That  means  among  other 
things,  that  one  could  receive  just  as  well  90  miles  out  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  as,  for  in- 
stance, in  Sacramento  —  though  there  is  no  known  specimen  of  marine  fauna  among 
KPFA's  subscribers.  The  antenna  was  hoisted,  piece  by  piece,  to  the  top  of  the  252  foot 
triangular  tower  at  KPFA's  transmitter  site  above  Grizzly  Peak  Boulevard,  1779  feet 
above  sea  level.  There  it  was  installed  by  a  firm  of  steeplejacks  under  the  supervision  of 
KPFA's  chief  engineer,  Erwin  Goldsmith.  To  insure  adequate  maintenance,  the  antenna 
is  now  internally  pressurized  by  dry  air.  The  tower  and  antenna  are  surmounted  by  a 
red-flashing  aircraft  beacon  which  can  be  spotted  almost  anywhere  in  the  Bay  Area. 

With  this,.installation  we  anticipate  a  surge  of  renewals  from  subscribers  in  fringe 
areas  as  well  as  new  subscriptions  from  FM-owners  who  now  have  for  the  first  time  an 
opportunity  to  listen  to  KPFA's  program.  The  present  signal  is  1,800  effective  watts  more 
powerful  than  any  KPFA  has  ever  had  in  the  past.  We  will  appreciate  information  from 
fringe  areas  on  reception  and  are  ready  to  assist  with  general  reception  and  equipment 
problems  at  all  times.
